[Text] Konstantin U, Chernenko, member of the Politbure of the CPSU Central 
Committee, declared to GRANMA that the Central Report to the Second Congress of 
the Communist Party of Cuba, presented by Fidel Castro, "shows that the offensive 
of socialiem in Cuba is developing in all directions," 


After affirming that Fidel's report “has made a great impression,” Chernenko noted 
that “it examines events within the country and the world from Marxist-Leninist 
and classiest positions.”

{Acticle by N. Polyakov: “The Path to Security in the Indian Ocean and Persian Gulf) 


(Text } I 


The Indian Ocean basin in general and the Persian Gulf in particular are one of 
the regions of the globe where the political situation has been sharply aggravated 
by the actions of imperialism at the turn of this decade. A dangerous center of 
tension having a negative influence upon the werld situatio., and creating and in- 
tensifying the threat to universal peace, has srisen here. 


There can be no doubt, meanwhile, that the conditions for transforming this region 
into a zone of international stability objectively exist. This is what all peoples 
of the coastal countries and many governments want. But development of events in 
such a direction is being hindered by the aggressive forces of world reaction, mainly 
the militant circles of the USA and China. Unprecedented growth of Washington's 
military presence in this area of the world is an inherent element of its global 
strategy aimed at achieving positions of strength and dictatorship in the struggle 
against the progressive changes occurring in this zone, and far beyond its limits. 


“The main thing,” L. I. Brezhnev said in reference to thie unique feature of American 
imperialism's strategy today, “is that the USA has revealed its intention to create 
a network of military baser for itself in the Indian Ocean, in countries of the 
Middle and Near East, and in countries of Africa. The USA would like to subordinate 
these countries within its hegemony, and to suck their natural resources dry without 
interference. It would concurrently like to use their territory in its strategic 
designs against the world of socialism and the forces of peoples liberation. This is 
its essence.” 


We know that the Near and Middle East and many states of Africa and South Asia are 
an arena for expansion of gigantic international, mainly American, monopolies, and 
their subdivisions and branches. Exploitation of the resources of these cowtries 
has provided fabulous profits to world capital, and it is continuing to do so. A 
massive war machine, the infamous “gunboat diplomacy” in its movlern “aircraft 
carrier” form is placed at the service of world capital. 

















Of Course, however, the matter does not rest with the immediate desires of the 
business concerns alone. We must also consider the long-term strategy of the "ISA 
and world imperialiam, which are trying to consolidate and perpetuate their domina- 
tion, It is precisely with this goal that Washington, contrary to all rules of 
law and conclusions of logic, declared this region a “sone of national interest" of 
the USA, and formed so-called “rapid deployment forces", specially intended for 
"Dlitekrieg" aggressive actions. 


The possibility for having a direct influence on a country located in the Indien 

Ocean basin has long attracted the minds of American politicians, especially those 
closely associated with the Pentagon, Entire theories were developed for filling 
the "vacuum" in the Indian Ocean, supposedly formed after Great Britian abandoned 
its obligations “east of Suez". Intensification of the interimperialist struggle 


over the sources of oil] hastened direct armed intervention by the USA into the life 
of this region. 


A certain continuity can be seen between the foreign policy doctrines of American 
imperialism, given all of their diversity, and their application to a concrete 
situation. It has always viewed force as the principal instrument of foreign 
policy. A. Mahan, the founder of American imperialism's naval doctrine, wrote back 
at the end of the 19th century: “Control of the seas is paramount among the pureiy 
material elements" supporting policy. Such control means “dominant influence in 
the world.” 


Another apologist of imperialism, B. Adams asserted that in the near future, the 

USA would assume domination over the Pacific Ocea: as an “inland sea". “The USA's 
expansion is automatic and inevitable," Adams categorically declared. The USA's 
claim to the role of world policeman reached its apogee in the first years following 
World War II. Intoxicated with nuclear might, Washington politicians openly declared 
the USA's intention to establish its own “order” throughout the world. 


In 1946 President i. Truman stressed that the Near East is a region of tremendous 
economic and strategic importance to the USA. Two years later the United States 
created 4 Special naval task force at Bahrein, which is still operating today. In 
1951 the USA signed an agreement with Saudi Arabia to lease an air base in Dhahran. 
In 1953 the United States returned the deposed Shah to the throne contrary to the will 
of the Iranian people. In 195®@ it committed an act of armed intervention in Lebanon. 
Then Washington managed to impose bilateral or multilaceral treaties of “military 
assistance” upon the countries of the region. American military experts and advisers 
traveled to Iran, Pakistan, the then-imperial Ethiopia, and other countries. Taking 
its support from the ANZUS pact (USA--Australia--New Zealand), the Pentagon provided 
itself with bases in the Southeast Indian Ocean. 


In the 1960's Washington continually increased its presence in Africa (especially in 
the UAR), and in countries of the Persian Gulf and the Indochinese peninsula, where 

it tried to achieve its aim with the help of the CENTO and SEATO blocs (presently 
defunct). The United States deployed a vast necwork of military bases on the shores 

of the Indian Ocean as well as in some countries contiquous with this region. American 
military bases were located in Pakistan, Iran, Saudi Arabia, Thailand, the UAR, and 
Australia. In 1966 a treaty was signed with London permitting the Pentagon to use 
Erglish military facilities on the island of Diego Garcia; the agreement was reaffirmed 
in 1976. 











In 1967 2. Braesineki, who was a professor at Columbia University at that time, 
asserted that in view of the global nature of its foreign policy, the USA had the 
right to interfere in the affairs of other countries and peoples, suggesting that 
thie “interference is the main factor upon which the stability of all the world 
depands." On becoming the president's national security adviser, %. Brzezinski 
promoted the conception of the so-called “are of crises", which wau an intentional 
moans for justifying the USA's aggressive intentions in the Indian Ocean. 


A. Cotrell, the director of the Center for Study of Strategic and International 
Problems at Georgetown University, revealed the appetites of the industrial-financial 
Oligarchy and militant circles with open cynicism, He asserted that force, being 
the main foreign policy instrument of the United States, was precisely what had to 
be used in the Indian Ocean basin. He laid the appropriate “historical” foundation 
beneath his assertions in this case. “These na*ions,” Cotrel! wrote, “have long 
been under the influence of stronger maritime powers--first Por‘ugel, and later 
England. These are still primitive countries, and the ship at sea has always been 
an important symbol of power to the peoples of this region."* Hence follows the 
conclusion that American imperialism must place the countries located on the shores 
of the Indian Ocean under its “influence"--that is, its domination. 





Military preparations of the USA in the Near and Middle East which were started in 
the 1960's, attained truly enormous proportions in the 1970's. Covering their 
actions by assertions that they intended to insure the “security” of this region, 
American strategists openly intensified their economic, ideological, and military 
pressure upon the countries of the Near East and tried to force them to implement a 
policy falling within the mainstream of their own foreign policy course. 


In 1971 the United States tried to capitalize on the armed conflict between India 

and Pakistan as a means for strengthening its own influence in these countries. One 
document of Washington's “special operations group" stated: “A situation which will 
require the presence and use of an aircraft carrier to protect American interests in 
this region may possibly arise."** In other words one variant of “gunboat diplomacy" 
was plo m the agenda. But the swift fall of the Pakistani military regime in 
power at hat time deprived the Pentagon of its possibility for direct intervention. 


Construction of the first generation of the American military base on Diego arcia 
was completed in 1973. The military presence of the United States grew conscantly 
in subsequent years. 


On 23 January 1980 the White House chief gave a policy speech in which he formulated 
the basic directions of foreign policy in the next few years. According to the “Carter 
doctrine" Washington openly placed its hopes on force to insure the interests of the 
USA abroad. The “doctrine” proclaimed an increase in military power, including nuclear 
and conventional forces, that was unprecedented for peacetime, and it legalized the 
tool of interventionism--the “rapid deployment forces". The primary objectives were

state, as: “rearnawent of West Burope", “military presence in the Indian Ocean and 
Persian Gulf", “new bases", and “strategic weapons capable of attacking numerous 
Objectives in the Soviet Union,."* 


To justify these aggressive aims, Brzezinski's notorious fabrication of an “arc of 
crises" or “are of instability” was fed into the propaganda machine. This "arc" 
Supposedly extended along the entire coast of the Indian Ocean, and included the 
main oil-producing states in the vicinity of the Persian Gulf. 


The military-political and economic orientation of the USA's efforts could not be 
doubted: The intention was to draw its NATO partners as well as Japan, Australia, 
and even some Arab countries into its far-reaching plans. 


Republication of the same old shopworn myth of a “Soviet threat" serve! as camouflage. 
This time the "threat" h'n¢ over the oil producing regions of the Near East. 
Washington naturally claimed the role of "defender" of Western interests, "“quarantor" 
of the international oil routes in the Persian Gulf zone, and “controller” and 
“protector” of maritime countries within the zone of the Indian Ocean. A veil of 
distractive maneuvers concealed American imperialism's desire to insure its own 
hegemony, and its course of de facto liquidation of the independence and sovereignty 
of an entire group of countries that had recently acquired self-rule. 


II 


The USA's naval armada plows the waters of the Indian Ocean and the Persian Gulf. 

The strike carriers "Midway", “Independence”, “Kittyhawk", "Nimitz", “Coral Sea", 
"Ranger", “Eisenhower”, and “Constellation”, and the helicopter carriers “Guadalcanal” 
and "Saipan" are perpetually coursing the shores of the Near and Middle East, escorted 
by dozens of other warships. 


By brandishing its power, the USA is trying to frighten the world public and force 
it to agree to its plans for establishing control over tremendous territories. This 
is essentially nothing more than a major relapse of colonial piracy. 





Attempting to whitewash the USA's policy in the Indian Ocean, bourgeois propaganda 
affisms that the Pentagon's military maneuvers are supposedly forced in nature, 
dictated exclusively by the considerations of defense" against the Soviet Union. 
Such assertions are blatant hypocrisy. As was emphasized many times in speeches of 
the leaders of the CPSU and the Soviet government, the USSR pursues no mercenary 
goals in relation to Iran, Pakistan, or any other country of this region. As we 
know, the Soviet Union has no intention of acquiring militery bases in the Indian 
Ocean, while the USA has an entire complex of military facilities there. In contrast 
to the United States, the USSR does not impose any sort of political or other claims 
upon countries of the Near and Middle East. 





Also unfounded are the attempts of bourgeois propaganda to portray the USA as a 
“sacrifice” to the revolutionary events in Iran. We know that Washington was the

chief protector of the Shah's regime, and that it tried to transform Iran into its 
own policeman of the Persian Gulf area, with the assignment of insuring and protect ig 
the profits of American monopolies, It was American imperialiam that ignored, for 
many long years, the clearly expressed will of the Iranian people, imposing the 
hated Shah and his minions upon them by force. Not long before the revolutionary 
events, there were 45,000 (1!) American experts, advisers, and military and police 
instructors in Iran. For practical purposes the country was controlled from 
Washington, and American weapons, including the most sophisticated, streamed into 
Iran a8 a continuous flow. Just from 1972 to 1978 the total arms deliveries reached 
§20 billion according to the Western press. Transoceanic "specialists" supported 
and trained the malevolent SAVAK security organization, which was guilty of massive 
and the grossest violations of human rights, and the death of tens of thousands of 
innocent people. 


Under the Shah, bourgeois propaganda portrayed Iran as a “showcase” of the Western 
way of life in the Near and Middle East. But when the decayed regime collapsed, 
Washington began seeking a “scapegoat", attempting to whitewash its ugly role in 
support of the tyrrany the Iranian people hated. 


Threats addressed at Teheran during the revolution andan adventuristic airborne opera- 
tion in April 1980 ended in total failure, demonstrating to all the world the true 
meaning behind the policy of American ruling circles. Matters went so far that 
irresponsible voices demanding the use of tactical nuclear weapons against Iran 
began to be heard in the USA. Concurrently the Defense Department openly began 
drawing up detailed plans to mine the Persian Gulf. ignoring the fact that such a 
step would threaten the security of the countries in this region and of international 
shipping. 


Speaking in August 1980 at the Naval War College in Newport (Rhode Island), U.S. 
Defense Secretary H. Brown admitted that Directive No. 59, foreseeing the possibility 
of preemptive nuclear strikes against the "enemy" in the Near East or in any other 
region, had been drawn up back in summer 1977. The plans for nuclear blackmail of 
certain countries or regions were actively written back in the mid 1970's, and they 
were reflected in the conception of “limited nuclear war" forwarded by the then- 

U.S. Defense Secretary D. Schlesinger. 


A number of declarations by hichly-placed officials in Washington attest to the USA's 
readiness to use military force at the first convenience. Back at the beginning of 
1978 G. Brown, former chairman of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, admitted: "If, 

for example, the security of petroleum resources in the Persian Gulf is threatened..., 
it may become necessary to use significant ground, air, and naval forces."* 


In 1980 U.S. Deputy Secretacy of State W. Christopher emphasized: "One of the 
lessons of our experience in Iran is that we must maintain a larger military potential 
in the Persian Guif." In other words, Washington reached a conclusion from the 
developments in Iran diametrically opposed to what should have been concluded:

Rather than abandoning intervention and military-political pressure, it assumed an 
Orientation of intensifying this ruinous course, 


When we consider the swift growth of the military budget of the United States 
(according to some figures it may reach $200 billion in the next few years) and the 
Pentagon's feverish activity, it becomes quite obvious to us that we are dealing 
with a multiphasal program pursuing the goal of creating an all-embracing structure 
of American coercive pressure in the world by expanding military springboards abroad 
and the constantly operating fleets and floating bases in the Indian, Atlantic, and 
Pacific oveans, with the help of military blocs ana bilateral treaties. 


Highly important changes occurred in the international arena in the 1970's; in the 
opinion of the well known West German reviewer G. Gillesen, loss of American political 
leadership in the world is doubtlessly one of them.* ‘The French international 
journalist F. Shlosser was even more categorical. He wrote: “America has signi- 
ficantly lost its capability for understanding not only its enemies but even its 
allies. America has ceased to be a giant regulating the world economy. American 
energy policy is only aggravating the almost insoluble oil supply problems ‘facing 
beth the industrially developed and the developing countries. America has suffered 
failure and it has discredited itself on all fronts." 


However, these objective facts have in no way diminished the expansionist appetites of 
the financial-industrial oligarchy and the military-industrial complex. Moreove: 
they are fully resoived to take a unique sort of revenge and recover their positions 
of hegemonism in the nonsocialist world by all means and resources. Speaking to 
graduates of the West Point Military Academy, H. Brown frankly declared: “We cannot 
reject a position of world leadership, which we must occupy from a consideration of 
our power. The process of reaffirming our new role in the world arena is far from 


complete." 


In Washington, according to the Anerican Professor S. Hoffman, “there is a certain 
attachment to a dictatorial style in international diplomacy, an attraction to big 
sticks, to a world saddled by American sheriffs and police chiefs." Tossing more and 
more billions into the crucible of the arms race, Washington is placing its hopes 

on force aS a magic resource that would allow the USA a possibility for playing the 
role of world policeman in the new conditions. 


Of course, there are many officials in the USA who counter the militant violence with 

a realistic analysis of the world situation, admitting that Washington's ambitious 
claims for the role of world “administrator” and even an all-powerful boss are clearly 
ephemeral in nature. “The illusion that all we need is a little more money to buy 
military Superiority for the United States," writes, for example, P. Warnke, former 
chief of the American Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, “remains only an illusion."** 


Nevertheless the aggressive strategy continues on its path, and it has been revealing 
itself with special clarity in recent times in Washington's approach to problems of 
the Middle East and the Indian Ocean. As of the beginning of 1981, the USA had

managed to get permission to create or expand its military bases in Somali, Kenya, 
Egypt, Oman, Bahrein, and Saudi Arabia. 


Attempts at hammering together an entire series of local military blocs have been 
resumed, “Nothing is hindering creation, within the region, of a military-political 
organization of the same level and influence as NATO", declared, for example, former 
U.S. Navy commander in the Middle East Admiral Beyn. 


The Pentagon is quite seriously weighing the possibility of creating, in parallel 
with the North Atlantic Pact, 10102-the Indian Ocean Treaty Organization, which is 
Supposedly to "put things in order" in the Indian Ocean basin. We are also aware of 
various plans for METO--the Middle East Treaty Organization, and other blocs. Ener- 
getic efforts are recently being undertaken to resurrect ANZUK, containing Australia, 
Great Britain, New Zealand, Malaysia, and Singapore. The idea of expanding the 
spheres of action of NATO and ANZUS to the Indian Ocean is being persistently 
suggested in the USA and some other imperialist countries. All of the existing 

and planned blocs have the same function: serving as the strike groupings of 
Washington's strategy. We should add to this that Washington and some of its allies 
are continuing to increase their military deliveries to countries of the Near East, 
which could only squäabbles and conflicts, considering the present instability 
of this area. 


Yielding to persis. it pressure from across the Ocean, Great Britain has activated 
its military presence in the Indian Ocean. Anglo-American naval maneuvers were con- 
ducted in the ocean's waters in fall 1980. American-Egyptian maneuvers were held 
at approximately the same time, but on the sands cf the African desert. Contacts 
between militant circles of the USA and the UAR expanded. 


Summarizing the activities of the USA in this region during the first 10 months of 
1980, Z. Brzezinski stated in one of his interviews: "We have done much since 
January. We reached agreement on strengthening our naval presence, we obtained 
the right to use bases in this region, and we can now guickly transfer American 
armed forces. We have developed plans for rapid deployment of troops.... We have 
conducted joint maneuvers...." 


It was declared in Washington for all to hear that the USA intended to “remain” in 
this region for "not very long". It was reported that the Pentagon needed up to 

$25 billion in the next 5 years to strengthen American military power in the Indian 
Ocean. There were plans to form the U.S. Navy's Fifth Fleet, consisting of 40-50 
ships, to patrol the Indian Ocean. This formation contains strike aircraft carriers 
with dozens of modern fighters aboard, capable of carrying nuclear weapons. 


The authors of the report "Strategic Reference Points" prepared as a "Book of 
Recommendations" for the new Republican administration, assert that "There is n: 
region in the world that would be beyond the limits of the sphere of American 
interests." 


Let us try to summarize the goals pursued by Washington in its attempts at strengthen- 
ing its military power in the Indian %cean. They are as follows: insuring firm 
control over raw material sources, oil primarily; retarding or restraining develop- 
ment of national liberation and democratic movements in countries of the Indian Ocean; 

















aplitting the unity ef both Arab and African countries; undermining the sonal iqnment 
mvemenl) intensifying pressure on atates with 4 socialist orlentation, and organi- 
sing interference in thel) intemal affairs under the excuse of “insuring security"; 
Creating @ global network of atrongpoints, tying the Indian Ocean to the Atlantic 
and Pacific ooeane with «& chain of military bases, and reinforcing thm with “rapid 
(deployment forces", and with bilateral and multilateral military agreements; asauming 
control over the moet important air and sea routes; forcing ite Weat Buropean allies 
sul Japan to pay for “protection” of American interests in this region, 


It in entirely natural that Washington's introduction of a policy of strength and 
intereference in the affatre of all sovereign countries and entire regions as a 
customary rule of behavior in the international arena, including of course the 
indian Gewan, in eliciting decisive protest by all the world's peace-loving 
peoples, Concentration of American naval and air forces equipped with nuclear 
Weapons in the Indian Ocean, and particularly at the shores of the Arabian Peninsula, 
in Contradictory to the principles of international law adopted in 1971 in 4 resolu- 
tian of the U.N) General Assembly declaring the Indian Ocean to be a sone of poace, 
and the numerous & eertionsa by highly placed American officials that what this 
region needs is stability and demilitarization, 


The peoples of the maritime countries of the Indian Ocean, many of which had not 
cast off the yoke of colonial defense until the 1950's and even the 1960's, are 
Mout vitally interested in transforming it into a region of peace, stability, tree 
trade, and unhindered passage. It is no accident that one of the most widespread 
demands is that of making the Indian Ocean 4 nuclear weapon free fone. 


he Second Conference of Nonaliqned Countries in Cairo (1964) suggested its wish to 
declare the indian Ocean 4 gone of peace. This idea was later approved in subse- 
quent conferences of these estates as well as at UN General Assembly sessions in 
1971-1980, 


india, which has proposed measures to bar the arm race fron the Indian Ocean, and 
which han appealed many times to Leaders of countries in this region to discuss 
various aspects of the idea of creating a sone of peace in the Indian Ocean, and 
after mutual consultations to develop the ways and means of insuring peace and 
stability and reinforcing mutually advantageous cooperation, plays 4 significant role 
in efforts aimed at insuring peace and security in this region. 


india has condemned America’s “gunboat diplomacy” many times. In an interview with 
the Japanese newspaper MAYNITI, I. Gandhi expressed serious concern over the growing 
American military presence in the Indian Ocean, “All of this is harmful to peace 
and security in this region,” noted the Prime Minister. India's principled and 
Consistent policy is making a significant contribution to stabilization of the 
Situation within this gone, and it serves the interests of the security of peopler 
in the coastal countries and of international security as a whole. 


Prominent public officials and politicians of states such as Mozambique, Tanzania, 
Kuwait, Iran, Madagascar, Ethiopia, Iraq, Sri Lanka, the Peoples Democratic Republic 
of Yemen, the Republic of Seychelles, and a number of others have condemmed the 
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adventuristic policy of Washington in the Indian Ocean many times. The militariatic 
maneuvers of the USA, particularly the eweation and modernisation of the base on 
Diego Garcia, were sharply condemed by the Organisation of African Unity in ite 
July 1980 declaration, 


Even in countries which are still seriously dependent upon the UBA in economic and 
political respects, criticiam of the UBA is becoming more and more distinct, "Most 
countries of this region,” wrote the American journal TIME, “do not want American 
military bases.... Persian Gulf countries are apprehensive that *he USA may seize 
oilfields in the event of a local crisis, a petroleum boycott, or an increase in 
Oil prices. Bepecially fearful of such a development of events .re Kuwait, Qatar, 
and the United Arab Bmirates." 


Eapecially significant in thie aspectare the USA's overtures to the racist regime 

of Pretoria, which has not concealed ite nuclear ambitions, the USA's desire to expand 
ite military presence in Somalia and establish a base in Djibouti, and Washington's 
attempte at hammering together a military bloc consisting of Egypt, Terael, and Saudi 
Arabia. 


The Pentagon's efforts at inflating military psychosis in the Persian Gulf were 
assisted to a significant extent by the Iran-Iraq conflict, and Washingto.'s provoca- 
tive plans in relation to Iran generated an unprecedented wave of anti -Americaniam 

in this country. 


Military deliveries by the USA to Pakistan are helping to aggravate this country's 
relations with India and Afghanistan. Expansion of the American military base on 
Diego Garcia has raised the indignation of the true owners of the Island--the people 
of Mauritius. The perpetual coursing of American warships ove: the Indian Ocean is 
generating concern in Sri Lanka, Burma, Indonesia, and other countries. Expansion 
of the network of American military strongpoints in Australia (there are several 
dozen of them there already) and the Pentagon's yearning to use them as bases for 
giant B-52 bombers with nuclear weapons aboard are raising the anxiety of the 
country's public as well as 4 number of c her states. 


"No one gave the United States the right to play the role of the ‘protector’ of the 
peoples of our region. Creation of U.S. military bases in the Near East threatens 
peace, detente, and security throughout the world,” declared the minister of foreign 
affairs of South Yemen. “The war between Irag and Iran is being used by imperialist 
forces, mainly the United States of America, to strengthen their bases and fleets 

in tne Indian Ocean, which is hindering transformation of this ocean into a zone of 
peace, free of nuclear weapons"--such was the opinion of Mozambique President 

S. Machel. 


A. Lilienthal, a well known American scholar who visited Jordan, Iraq, Kuwait, Qatar, 
Bahrein, Saudi Arabia, and Tunis in summer 1980, noted that wherever he went during 
his trip, he observed the same thing: “contempt and ill-will, and sometimes open 
hostility toward the government of the USA.” 


All of this irrefutably demonstrates that ‘he assertions of American bourgeois 
propaganda that the USA is supposedly insuring the security of the coastal countries 
are out-and-out lies. The countries of the region do not need imperialist protection. 
What they need is to be left alone, and the possibility to solve their problems 
independently. 
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The provocative policy of China is @ serious obstacle on the road to the Indian 
Ocean's transformation into @ sone of peace, While speaking the words of insuring 
security in this region, Beijing is in fact serving as an accomplice in the UBA's 
expansionist plans. The leadership of the CPR has not only failed to condemn the 
feverish efforts of the American war machine on Diego Garcia, but it has even stated 
ite satisfaction in regard to thie issue. In the course of talke with J, Carter in 
Tokyo in July 1960, Hua Guofeng promised that the Chinese will not oppose the USA's 
minuevers in the Near Bast. We expressed “very, very firm" « rt of American 
efforts aimed at acquiring military bases in Kenya, Oman, and lias” Beijing 
supported the United States when it voted against convocation of 4 special United 
Nations conference devoted to demilitarization of the Indian Ocean. 


However, despite the efforts of imperialist circles and Peijing rulers, a joint 
platform was worked out in summer 1979 at a conference of maritime and continental 
countries of the Indian Ocean basin, and a final agreement was adopted as a concrete 
program of actions aimed at eliminating military bases and sharply reducing the arms 
race in this region. 


At the end of 1979 the UN General Assembly approved the conference results and 
decided to convene an international conference in 196) in Colombo (Sri Lanka) as the 
first stop toward demilitarization of this region. In fall 1980 an extraordinary 
international Conference of Solidarity With the Anti-Imperialist Struggle of Peoples 
of the Persian Gulf Zone was held in Nicosia (Cyprus). Pifty-eight countries and 
mijor international organizations took part in its proceedings. L. I. Brezhnev sent 
his greetings to the conference. Creation of new American military bases in the 
Indian Ocean, reads the final communique, creation of “rapid deployment forces” 200,000 
hen strong, expansion of the military base on Diego Garcia, and its transformation 
into 4 strategic nuclear weapon dump are all producing 4@ growing threat to the 
Security of Persian Gulf countries. 


The position of the Soviet Union in this gone has always been distinguished by con- 
wistency and principles. The USSR supports ail reasonable initiatives aimed at 
creating 4 sone of peace here. 


The peoples of the Soviet Union and other fraternal socialist countries are alertly 
following the course of events in the Indian Ocean. A proposal by the Warsaw Pact 
states to hold special negotiations--under UN sponsorship or at any other forum-- 
on the question of insuring the free operation of the most important international 
maritime communication routes by limiting and reducing military presence and military 
activities in the corresponding regions vertains in its entirety to this region. 


Speaking at the 25th CPSU Congress, L. I. Brezhnev emphasized: “There have recently 
been more and more appeals in a number of countries to keep the Indian Ocean from 
becoming an arena for creation of military bases by certain powers. We sympathize 
with these appeals. As far as the Soviet Union is concerned, we have never had the 
intention of building military bases in the Indian Ocean, and we have no intentions 
of this sort now. We ask the United States of America to take the same position.”

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The concrete proposals of the USSR were spelled out in a memorandum on cessation of 
the arms race and disarmament, submitted to the UN by the Soviet delegation in 
September 1900, Reaching agreement to eliminate al] existing foreign bases in the 
Indian Ocean and creating no more new bases was proposed in particular, 


In 1977-1978 the Soviet government held talke with the UBA in an attempt to achieve 
real results in Limitation of military activities in the Indian Ocean, At the very 
beginning of the talke t American delegation set the condition that the problems 
were to be reerived in staves, beginning with "freesing” the military activities of 
both sidee in this region. ur ven this condition was accepted in principle, the 
Ameri.an @ide began seeking onw excuse after another to slow the negotiations down, 
Coneverentiy, militant cirel», in the UBA made noisy assertions that relaxation of 
rens.on in the Indian Ocean would supposedly “provide the Russians a large advantage." 
As & rewull the UBA broke off the negotiations, and then it began openly increasing 
itemilitary power i, the .egion, On ite side, the Soviet Union has appealed to resume 
the negotiations many times (in particular at a especial disarmament session of the 

UN General Assembly in 1978, and at its regular sessions). However, it has never 
been able to reach this goal. 


The Soviet Union has invariably stood up for resolution of debatable issues concerning 
the Indian Ocean through negotiations, and for attainment of an agreement to demili- 
tarize the region on the basis of comliance with the principles of the equality and 
identical security of the sides, and the impertissibility of having any side acquire 
unilateral advantages on the basis of the principles of respect and noninterference 

in each other's affairs. 


The Soviet memorandum cited above notes: “The Soviet Union has invariably supported 
the desire of the maritime states of the Indian Ocean to transform their region into 

4 zone of peace, in which all foreign military bases would be eliminated, and in which 
no one would threaten the security, independence, and sovereignty of the maritime 
countries.... The increasing military presence of the United States in the Indian 
Ocean, and creation of military bases there, particularly on the island of Diego 
Garcia, is contrary to the will of the people of this region of the world, it increases 
tension, and it creates the tireat of dangerous conflicts. The Soviet Union supporte 
the UN decision to hold an international conference on the Indian Ocea,, in 19681. It 

is actively participating in the prepsrations for this conference, and it is prepared 
to act jointly with other countries to transform the Indian Ocean into a sone of peace.” 





During L. I. Breghnev's visit to India in December 1980, the governments of India 
and the USSR held a substantial exchange of opinions, including on the problems of 
the Indian Ocean. They noted agreement in their positions on this question. “The 
Soviet Union and India,” states a joint Soviet-Indian declaration, “confirm their 
readiness to cooperate in the fastest possible implementation of the UN Declaration 
proclaiming the Indian Ocean to be 4 zone of peace, and they support the UN General 
Assembly decision to hold a conference on this question. They encourage elimination 
of all foreign military and naval bases in this region, such as that on Diego Garcia, 
and prohibition of the creation of new ones, and they condemn all attempts at in- 
creasing foreign military presence in the Indian Ocean, no matter what the excuse.” 


An especially dangerous situation has recently evolved in a subregion of the Indian 
Ocean--the Persian Guif region, where as a result of the direct and indirect intrigues 
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of imperialiam a new center of armed conflict has formed, threatening net only the 
Middle Bast and the Indian Ocean but also, under certain circumstances, the entire 
world, 


We can say without exaggeration that there is hardly any other region in the world 
where tension could have risen to such a dangerous degree and achieved such high 
intensity. It is symptomatic that B. Rogers, commander in chief of NATO armed 
forces in Burope, declared in a discussion of a possible world war: “The most 
probable region for such a conflict would be the Near East==the Persian Gulf-=the 
Indian Ocean.” It stands to reason that Rogers did not name the true causes of the 
tension which has arisen here, or the persons really responsible: the most 
agyressive forces of American imperialiem, which have adopted a plan to create, 

in the Persian Gulf, a “third center” of military power outside the USA (in addition 
to West Burope and the Par Bast), protected by the “nuclear umbrella", and to trane- 
form this zone into a strong anti-Soviet springboard. It is no accident that major 
military maneuvers are being conducted near the Soviet borders, that a threat of 
further spread of nuclear arms is being created, and that attempts to expand the 
none of confrontation are being undertaken. 


The USSR has countered this dangerous militant activity with an all-embracing program 
of real normalization of the situation in the Persian Gulf, which the peace-loving 
public has rightfully named the doctrine of peace and security. Considering the 
special importance of the events in the Persian Gulf from the standpoint of preserving 
international peace, the Soviet Union has suggested a new, extremely important and 
far-reaching initiative. In the course of his visit to India, L. I. Brezhnev appealed 
to the UBA and other Western powers, China, Japan, and all states having an interest 
in this matter, to agree to the following mutual obligations: to not create foreign 
military bases in the Persian Gulf region and adjacent islands; to not place nuclear 
or any other mass destruction weapons there; to not use or threaten to use forces 
against countries of the Persian Gulf, and to not interfere in their internal affairs; 
to respect the nonaligned status chosen by states of the Persian Gulf, and to not 
include them in the military groupings of nuclear powers; to respect the sovereign 
right of the states of this region to their natural resources; to not create any sort 
of obstacles or threats in the way of normal trade and use of marine communication 
routes connecting the states of this region to other countries of the world. Such 

an agreement, to which the states of this region would naturally be full-fledged 
parties, would be in keeping with their vital interests. It would also be a depend- 
able guarantee of their sovereign rights and security. 


This new Soviet initiative is one of the concrete directions of the Soviet state's 
constructive, peace-loving effort within the mainstream of its general foreign policy 
course, as defined by the 24th and 25th CPSU congresses. 


Many ‘oreign press organs have rightfully called L. I. Brezhnev's proposal “a plan 
of peace for the Persian Gulf". Thus the English periodical OBSERVER, summarizing 
the international political events of '980, wrote: “Mr Brezhnev's proposal to 
neutralize the Persian Gulf and guaran.ee access to its petroleum is a step in the 
needed direction." A large number of prominent commentators and reviewers are 
appetling to the governments of countries listed in the Soviet draft to respond to 
the initiative in a positive spirit. 














The Soviet initiative was given 4 positive assessment by government officials of a 
number of countries in the Indian Ocean region, as satisfying the vitally important 
security interests of developing and noicliqned states, Indian Minister of External 
Affaire P. V. Narasimha Kao said that the Soviet initiatives deserved the most per- 
sistent and serious attention. In the words of Kuwait Minister of State for Cabinet 
Affaire A. A, lusayn, his country welcomes the Soviet Union's proposal to transform 
the Persian Gulf region into a fone of peace. A. N. Muhammad, the chief of state 

and government of the Peoples Democratic Republic of Yemen, emphasised: “The con- 
structive Soviet initiative foresees creation of a sound foundation for maintenance 
Of peace and Stability in the vicinity of the Wabian peninsula and the Persian Gulf." 


At the same time the departing Washington admin ration assumed 4 more than strange 
position, Obviously completely forgetting tha © UBA had conducted negotiations 
with the UBER on the Indian Ocean (and the Persian Gulf as an inherent part of it) 
for several years, EK. Muskie suddenly began to dispute--and extremely clumsily at 
that--the Soviet Union's right to participate in measures quaranteeing (coe shipping 
in the Persian Gulf. It would be pertinent to recall a wise statement in this regard 
by New York University Professor G. Somerville: “The US6R," he said in response to 
Muskie's original thesis, “which is 500 kilometers away from the Persian Gulf, is a 
foreign power, and thus should the UBA, located 8,000 kilometers away, not also be 
the same?!" This is truly irrefutable logic! 





The wide response to the Soviet Union's new initiative persuasively implies that the 
international public and the influential circles of many states of the Indian Ocean 
and the Persian Guif believe implementation of the complex of measures listed above 
to be 4 quarantee of real security and peaceful conditions for the peoples of the 
region, and a precondition of their constructive cooperation between cach other and 
with all countries of the globe. 


Real logic dictated by the real course of events persuasively encourages vu: to take 
immediate steps to promote weakening of tension in this area of the globe, and thus 
to open tine way for subsequent, more-fundamental positive changes. The USSR is 
for such an approach. “The Soviet Union,” L. I. Brezhnev stressed, “is a firm pro- 
ponent of the idea of transforming the Indian Ocean into a sone of peace. We are 
ready to actively work together with other interested states in this direction." 





In December 1980 the 35th Session of the UN General Assembly adopted a resolution at 
its plenary session, stating that “concrete actions aimed at achieving the goal of 
proclaiming the Indian Ocoan to be a zone of peace would be an important contribu- 
tion to consolidating international peace and security.” The peoples of countries 
in this region, as well as the international public as a whole, insist on precisely 
this solution to the question, one satisfying the fundamental vital interests of 


mankind.

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U.S. USE OF FOOD AS POLITICAL WEAPON CONDEMNED

the Policy of the Imperialist States" 


/Excerpts/ The present stage of historical development has presented mankind with a 
number of most important problems, many of which are acquiring a universal nature 
and are having @ more and more perceptible influence on various aspects of the life 
of soclety and on the entire system of international relations. 


The need to meet the rapidly increasing demands of the inhabitants of earth for 
foodstuffs holds a special place in the set of global problems. 


The poorest strata not only of the developing countries, but also of the developed 
capitalist states are suffering from various forms of malnutrition. 


Opinions and sensational) statements about ostensibly the inevitability of universal 
famine and about the approach of “a worldwide food catastrophe" are appearing more 
and more frequently in the bourgeois press and in the speeches of some scientists 
and governmental figures of the West. 





The adherents of the bourgeoisie consider as the main causes of the aggravation of 
the food situation the natural and climatic conditions of individual countries and 
regions, psychological, biological, demographic and other factors, but by no means 
socio-economic causes, the consequences of the age-long oppression of peoples by the 
imperisiist states and of the antinational policy of the international monopolies 
with respect to the developing countries. The neo-Malthusian theory, according to 
which the sain cavees of hunger on the planet are the rapid, uncontrolled growth of 
its poplution and the decrease of the fertility of the soil, has become widespread 
in the West. 


Indeed, the present growth rate of the population is unprecedented in the history 
of human civilization. Another, no less important trait of the current demographic 
situation is the fact that the growth rate of the population by individual regions 
and countries differs substantially. Thus, whereas in Europe and North America it 
does not exceed | percent a year, in the countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
it is 2.2-3.2 percent a year. 
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Such a rapid growth of the population, of course, will influence various aapecta of 
the socio-economic, political and cultural development of mankind and will increase 
the load on the natural resources of the earth; the demanda for foodatuffa will also 
increase, towever, an attempt to represent the matter in auch a way that, since 

the planet is “overpopulated,"” while the reserves are gatensibly inadequate for pro- 
viding ite inhabitants with the necessary means of existence, no social organization 
of society ia capable of changing the situation, is clearly visible in the very con- 
ception of absolute overpopulation. And therefore, they say, it is necessary to 
resign oneself to the situation that has formed and to give up the etruggle for a 
change of the socio-economic conditions which are giving rise to the food crisia. 


Facts attest that the per capita production of foodstuffs at all stages of the de- 
velopment of civilization has alwaye increased continuously. If in some periods 
there was a slight decrease of it, it was caused not only and not so much by the 
rapid increase of the size of the population and the worsening of the natural and 
climatic conditions in a number of regions of the world as by the artificial re- 
striction by the capitalist states of the output of foodetuffa, by the policy of 
foreign monopolies, which hamper in every possible way the implementation of agri- 
cultural programs in the developing countries. It is alao not necessary to speak 
of declining fertility of the soil. 


Maraist=Leninist science regards hunger in many countries of the world as a manifesa- 
tation of one of the profound contradictions, conflicts, which are irresolvabie 
within the capitalist system, between the possibilities of the utilisation of the 
achievements of modern agrarian science for increasing the food potential and the 
inability of the bourgeois state to realize these possibilities in the interests of 
working people. For even in the most developed countries of the West, where the 
growth rate of the population is negligible, while the food resources frequently 
exceed domestic needs—even under these conditions enormous masses of people are 
undernourished. 


The fact that hunger and the shortage of foodstuffs occur not only in young inde- 

pendent countries, but also in developed capitalist states, attests that the main 

culprit of the food crisis is the capitalist social system. The reluctance of the 
bourgeoisie to rescue the working masses from poverty and meager existence appears 
distinctly against the background of the enormous potentials which the scientific 

and technical revolution is revealing to mankind. 


From the standpoint of modern capital it is considered quite normal when with the 
existence of millions of starving people in the capitalist world thousands of hec- 
tares of arable land are removed from use, the growth rate of foodstuffs is checked 
and the utilization of new food products is hampered. Now, as in the bad times of 
the depression years of the 1930's, for the purposes of maintaining high monopoly 
prices the "surpluses" of foodstuffs in the capitalist countries often are simply 
destroyed. 


Taking advantage of the difficulties caused by the growing shortage of foodstuffs, 
the imperialist states are attempting to lend international organizations, which 
are dealing with food issues, an exclusively consultative nature. The demand of 
young countries on the reorganization of international economic relations on a just 
democratic basis is running into a blank wall of inc fference, ond in essence the 
egotism of the western states. 
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The egoatic position of the capitaliat states wae diaplayed eapecially clearly in 
the negotiation tn GATT and the International Wheat Council--organiszationa tn 
which they completely control the aituation, The demand of the developing countries 
to sell a portion of the foodatuffe at stable prices and to distribute the remain=- 
der on the basta of market conditions was aimply rejected by the West, The same 
fate also befell a number «i other initiatives which were aimed at the effective 
wolutton of the world food problem, 


The Washington adminieatration has said much about the exceptional role of the United 
States in world food trade, Indeed, the United States ia the largest grain exporter 
among Che capitaliet estates, However, precisely the dominant position of this coun- 
try on the world food market enables it to establish prices acceptable to the monop- 
Olles, to dletate its own terma of sale and to obtain coloseal profits even at the 
expense of ite own political allies. Suffice it to note that the losses of Canada 
alone due to the monopolistic position of the United States in grain trade during 
the pertod of 1973-1975 were $400-700 million. 


ty means of food deliveries the impertaliat atates are trying to influence the 

soc Lo~economic and political processes taking place in Third World countries and to 
obtain certain military political and economic concessions. tn particular, the 

we li-known Law 480 (on the development of trade in agricultural commodities and 
aid), which was passed by the Congress of this country back in 1954, and the govern- 
mental program "Food for Peace," which operates on its basis, serve as an important 
means of the capturing of sales markets by U.S. monopolies. Whereas in the 1950's 
and 1960's deliveries in accordance with this law were made mainly for the local 
currency of the importing countries, starting in 1973 long-term credit in dollars 
or another convertible currency became the only way to obtain foodstuffs, but this, 
taking into account the insufficiency of ita receipt, struck an appreciable blow 
to Third World countries. 


Also serving the economic expansion of the capitalist states in young countries is 
the so-called food “aid,” which not only did not save the latter from the difficul- 
ties caused by the shortage of foodatuffs, but also led to the stagnation of their 
agrarian sector, the ruin of millions of peasants and the disorganization of the 
domestic market. 


The world food situation ts being aggravated by the fact that some western states 
have taken protectionist measures with respect to the import to their domestic mar- 
xet of some agricultural products from other countries. For example, the 1962 Brus- 
sels agreements between the "Nine" provided for measures which protect their agrari- 
an production from competition on the part of other states and, on the other hand, 
encourage the export beyond the Common Market of the produce which is not market~- 
able in the West. A policy of discrimination is also characteristic of the United 
States. Thus, the decision made by the United States in 1977 to increase the du- 
ties on imported sugar by 50 percent had a disastrous effect on the economy of the 
states exporting this product and was regarded by them as an act of economic ap- 
gression with respect to young tndependent countries. 


The attempt of a number of imperialist states to set trade in food against trade in 


raw material and energy resources also serves the policy of neocolonialiam. In re- 
cent times, in connection with the energy crisis, the rumors chat since the

222 of agricultural produce is an energy-consuming business, while the prices 
or petroleum and the products of ite refining are increasing, it is unprofitable 

to increase the production, for example, of grain above the amounts which are con- 
sumed within the country, have been pereiatently apread in the United States, And 
thefefore, the conclusion is drawn, it is necessary to establish a so-called 
equivalent exchange of petroleum for grain. 


Is that the eituation? Is the production of foodstuffs with reapect to the produc- 
tion and refining of petroleum really unprofitable? The factea attest otherwise. 
Firat, by the admission of American specialists themselves, only 3 percent of the 
energy resources consumed by the United States are used for the production of agri- 
cultural produce. Second, the receipte from the sale of foodatuffs considerably ex- 
ceed the outlays for the purchase of petroleum and petroleum products (in 1977 

alone they exceeded by 68 percent the U.S. outlays to import energy resources). As 
to the equivalent exchange of grain for petroleum, it should be noted: although 
such an equivalent could be established, it would by no means be in favor of the 
United States. Petroleum, as is known, is among the unrenewable resources, while 
the cost of ite production, in connection with changes in the mining and geological 
conditions, in increasing with each year. And since for the majority of petroleum- 
producing countries its export is the only source of currency receipts and is the 
basis for the development of other sectors of the economy, the demand of the 
petroleum-exporting countries for the establishment of {just trade and economic rela- 
tions, which would not give advantages to the capitalist states on the world market, 
ie natural. 


Western states are using trade in food more and more often as one of the main means 
of blackmail and political pressure on other countries. In particular, the history 
of the so-called grain pressure of the imperialist circles of the United States on 
other states of the world is well known. Let us cite just a few examples. 


When in 1970 the Popular Unity government won the elections in Chile, the U.S. Ad- 
ministration banned the sale of grain to this country for cash. But soon after the 
coup d'etat the United States granted the fascist junta credit in the amount of 
$62.5 million (and on easy terms) for the purchase of foodstuffs. 


Here is another example. During the Indian-Pakistani conflict in 1971 the United 
States, having taken the side of Pakistan, halted the sale of foodstuffs to India 
and thereby created for millions of its inhabitants the threat of starving to death. 
The Washington administration acted in a similar fashion with Sri Lanka in retalia- 
tion for the nationalization of American ofl companies in that country. 


While refusing to supply foodstuffs to progressive regimes, the United States at the 
same time is makin» extensive use of trade in foodstuffs for achieving its strate- 
gic goule and is attempting by means of it to take hold of the national wealth of 
other countries and to strengthen the pro-American forces in them. Thus, taking 
into account the special role of Saudi Arabia in world exports of petroleum and 
petroleum products, the United States has sharply increased the deliveries of agri- 
cultural produce to this country. During 1969-1974 alone, for example, the propor- 
tion of American grain in the imports of Saudi Arabia increased from 16.7 to 29.5 
percent. During 1968-1972 Egypt did not receive American grain at all, although 
prior to 1967 the share of the United States in Egyptian imports of foodstuffs was 











half of the total foreign purchases, While in 1973, taking into account to estab- 
lished political situation, the United States delivered 426,000 tone of wheat to 
Egypt. The deliveries of foodstuffs to this country increased even more after the 
proclamation * Sadat of an “open door" policy and the signing of the Camp David 
agreement. 


In recent times the export of American grain to China has increased, especially 
after the Beijing leadership began to pursue a hostile policy with respect to the 
USSR and other socialist states, when the Maoists adopted a policy of rapprochement 
with the imperialist states. There are many such examples of the unseemly policy 
of the United States. 


In this connection a quite reasonable question arises: did the trade in foodstuffs 
acquire an openly political nature by chance? No, it was not by chance. The food 
policy of the United States always served and is serving as a means of obtaining 
certain political advantages. The fact that a special group consisting of repre- 
sentatives of the State Department, the National Security Council and the commis- 
sion on agricultural economics and workers of the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
is on the President's Council on International Economic Policy, attests to the im- 
portance which the Washington administration assigns to trade in foodstuffs on the 
world market. The participation of the latter /CIA workers/ in the work of the 
council is not at all by chance. And here is why. 


Back in 1974 in one of the special reports of the CIA it was emphasized that the 
monopoly position as an exporter of foodstuffs gave the United States such power as 
it had never had. But a year later in the report "Potential Trends in World Popu- 
lation, Food Production and the Climate” the CIA directly indicated that the role 
of the United States in supplying the developing countries should be increased, 
since Washington, by having major food resources, would acquire greater power over 
the life and death of people. 


Such a conception of the U.S. intelligence service began more and more often to 
find its way into the pages of the press and in the speeches of the governmental 
figures of this country. 


In January 1980 the Carter Administration, using the events in Afghanistan as a far- 
fetched pretext, »rossly violated the provisions of the Final Act of the Conference 
on Security and Cooperation in Europe, which was adopted in Helsinki, and the 
1972-1975 Soviet-American understanding--it declered the "hardening" of the trade 
policy with respect to the Soviet Union and placed an embargo on the delivery of 
fodder grain to our country. 


In making such a rash decision, Washington did not take into account the fact that 
our country has always found and is finding the necessary food resources to meet 
the needs of the people. The Soviet Government back during the first decades of 
its existence solved the main problem which has always faced and faces the govern- 
ment of any state--to provide the population with foodstuffs. The USSR has the 
cheapest bread in the world, and the prices for it do not change even when crop 
failures befall individual regions of the country. At present in the gross harvest 
of a number of agricultural crops the Soviet Union holds first place in the world. 
Whereas in 1909-1913 in Russia the average annual gross harvest of grain was 
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72.5 million tons, during the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan it exceeded 200 mil- 
Lion tons, 


The decision on the preparativn of a food program, which was made at the October 
(1980) CPSU Central Committee Plenum, is of great importance for the accompliahment 
of the task set by the party--to improve considerably the supply of the population 
with foodstuffe, For the purposes of ite successful implementation measures on the 
assurance of uniform planning, the proportionate and balanced development of the 
sectors of the agro-industrial complex, on the strengthening of ite material and 
technical base, on the improvement of the ties among the sectors, on the organiza- 
tion of their precise cooperation on the increase of production and on the improve- 
ment of the keeping capacity, transportation, processing and delivery to the con- 
sumer of agricultural produce are outlined in the draft plan of the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee, "The Main Directions of USSR Economic and Social Development for 1981-1985 
and the Period to 1990." All this will promote the further growth of the food 
potential of the country and the increase of the well-being of the Soviet people. 


As to the attempts of certain circles of the West to use economic "sanctions," in- 
cluding a food embargo, as a means of achieving the self-seeking goals of the monop- 
Olies, as life convincingly demonstrates, these attempts are doomed to total fail- 
ure, since they contradict the objective laws of world economic relations. 


The course of historical events and the objective factors which govern the tendency 
for the ties among countries to broaden and deepen, attest that none of the prob- 
lems existing in the world, including the food problem, lends iteself to solution 
"from a position of strength," by political pressure and blackmail. This is pos- 
sible only by way of detente and the establishment of equal relations between 
states. 


Moreover, the effective solution of the world food problem presumes the taking of 
steps both within individual national economies and on the international level. It 
is a question first of all of increasing the productivity of agricultural production 
on the basis of the strengthening of the material and technical base of the agrarian 
sector, the extensive utilization of the achievements of modern science and the 
adoption of industrial technologies and advanced methods of management. The need 
for the development, along with the agrarian sectors, of other sectors of social 
production and the social infrastructure is a no less important aspect of this 
problem. 


The solution of the problem of increasing the food potential in the developing 
countries will depend on the accomplishment in them of progressive socto-economic 
transformations--democratic agrarian reforms, the elimination of the domination of 
foreign capital, the eradication of property and social inequality between the dif- 
ferent strata of the population, the abolition of archaic forms of farming and land 
use, the extensive cooperation of peasant farms. Only profound agrarian trans- 
formations and a broad peasant movement can sweep away the vestiges of the Middle 
Ages, which are checking the development of productive forces, and solve the food 
problem which has become so urgent for the peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. 








The radical reorganization of the unequal international economic relations which 
serve the interests of imperialist circles, the elimination of protective trade 
barriers and the halt of the policy of discrimination and dictation are one of the 
necessary conditions for decreasing the shortage of foodetuffa in the developing 
countries, The general nature of the socio-economic problems connected with the 
shortage of food resources in the young countries dictates the need to seek new 
means to develop their economy and raises more and more urgently the question of 
the shift of these states to a noncapitalist path of development. 


The participation of states with different social systems in the measures being im- 
plemented within the United Nations and its special bodies, in the elaboration and 
practical implementation of internatlonal food programs is a no Less important con- 
dition for the solution of the world food problem. This problem should be examined 
in close unity with the drive for disarmament and for peace throughout the world, 
since precisely the halt of the arms race and detente will make it possible to 
expedite the socio-economic development and will ensure the increase of the well- 
being of all peoples. The release of the vast assets now being allocated for the 
development of new types of weapons of mass destruction and their use for the de- 
velopment of national economies would reveal new prospects in the solution of 
giobal problems of the present, including the problem of increasing the food poten- 
tial ot mankind,

U.S., PRC, ISRAEL ACCUSED OF BACKING iTATTAWN TERRORISTS

[Text] Italy has occupied a special place in the latest anti-Soviet campaign about 
the mythical involvement of our country in “international terrorism." The state- 
ments of the country's president, A. Pertini, in which is evident an attempt to 
create anong the public the impression that the control center of the so-called 

"Red Brigades" ise in the USSR, were immediately taken up by the opponents of detente 
and friendly Italian-Soviet relations, reactionary forces trying to discredit leftist 
and progressive forces. It is no coincidence that rightist mouthpieces of bourgeois 
propaganda like GIORNALE NUOVO are lording over the latest anti-Soviet hoopla in 
Italy. 

And with what do the proponents of the "Eastern European," as it is called here, 
version of the origin of and connection with terrorism operate? Practically with 
nothing, and it would be to no purpose for us to begin to seek from them any kind 
of serious analysis of this sad manifestation of Italian reality. 


Its roots are obvious. A few days ago the newspaper UNITA published a curious set 
of articles about the ties of Italian terrorists with Western European countries. 
Let us then begin with France, although in an interview on French television the 
Italian president didn't consider it necessary to dwell on this. In an inquiry two 
terrorists from the "Prima Linea" group, Roberto Sandalo and (Fabrizio Giai), told 
of a camp for terrorists in Provence. Several "distinguished" terrorists have hid- 
den from Italian justice in France. In Paris, for example, they arrested Donat- 
Cattin, who had hidden there. France was also mentioned in the western press in 
connection with the acts of rightist neofascist terrorists. 


Or take Italy's neighbor, "quiet" Switzerland. The former lawyer Sergio Spazzali 
and the neofascists Nardi and Stefano, terrorists caught here red-handed, came 
precisely from there. Carlo (Fioroni), who was one of the first terrorists to 
decide to appear in court and reveal a great deal about their activities, hid in 
Switzerland for a prolonged period. In particular, he told of the ties of Italian 
terrorists with the FRG, among them the “operational contacts" with the RAF [Red 
Army Faction] terrorist organization. For the whole picture it is appropriate to 
recall as well those shady elements connected with Strauss, the leader of West 
Germany's “ultra” factions, who, having passed through Austrian territory and 
entered Italian Tirol, repeatedly carried out terrorist acts there, blowing up 
high-voltage power transmission lines, for example. 
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The thes of ltallan terroriate are not Limited to Western Kuropean neighbors, The 
facts ehow that they alee atreteh to larael, the United States and China, Were are 
juet a few ot them, On 1/ May 1973 a certain Glantraneo Bertolli, a self-proclaimed 
“anurchiat«individualiat,"” threw an laraeliemade Cragmentation grenade into the 
building of the Milan pollee headquarters, ae a result of which four people died 
and many were injured, Le turned out that be..oll had arrived from larael, where 
he had lived tor about a year, lerael was mentioned as well by Patrizio Pect, 
atill another of the repentant terroriate, who told of contacta between agente of 
leraeli apectal services and leaders of the “Hed Brigades.” Were ta how Peci's 
atory appeara on the pages of the authoritative weekly PANOKAMA: "The Laraeli 
upecial services became tntereanted th deatabliging the region in which Italy tea 
located, Therefore, they showed an interest in our organization and eatabliahed 
contacta with the "Hed Brigades"... This wae in 1975." When the inquiry asked about 
powstble ties of the “Ked Brigades” to Venesuela, P, Pect anewered in the negative. 
Then he added: "More likely they would be to the United States," 


The history of post-war ttaly te tull of examples of the subversive activities of 
the American adminintration and ite tntclligence services, What sort of order ‘4 
needed in Italy, what @ort of government suite the White House and the Pentagon, 
will the communiats come into power=-American officials, from the U.S. President 
to the American ambassador in Rom, have repeatedly tseued statements dealing with 
these questions, It was not without pleasure that the Italian neofasciat leader 
Almirante was received in the United States, and several “leftiat" terroriat 
leaders visited there as well, Still another such curtous example can be cited, 
Two yeare ago in Bologna they arrested an American, Ronald Stark, who was involved 
in the narceticn business and reputed to be a CIA agent. As the magazine KUKOrKO 
vrites, he was charged with terroriem, Even while in hie cell awaiting trial, 
Stark spent the time recruiting peraonnel for the “armed atruggle” as mombere of 
the Italian “Revolutionary Action” group. Then he suddenly “became 111" and was 
moved to Florence. There he was visited by some sort of officers, after which he 
disappeared without a trace. This happened soon after the arrest of « group of 
supposed inapirere of terror, 


At the same time vet another “delleate” atory took place: it became known that a 
private echool, “Nyperton,” extated tn France. The newspaper VARESE SERA wrote that 
among ite atudents was a certain Corrado (Stmeone), a former member of the wsoctaliat 
party and a friend of Renato Curcio, one of the “historical leaders” of the Italian 
tertortete. (Simeone) was considered to be one of the possible leadere of the 
terroriate, The newepaper wrote that he received his stipend from the American 
intormatlon-propaganda department USIS. No one refuted this report. 


And finally, China. The apiritual bond between the Italian terrorists and the 

tel jing hegemoniats ia itndubitable, It was now by accident that one of the ideo- 
logical tnapirere of the Italian terrorieta, Toni Negri, tried to establish con- 
tacts with representatives of the PRC, according to a atatement by one of the 
“Hrigadiate.” And here ta yet another telltale admission. In a sensat lon-causing 
interview with the "Red Brigades” published by the weekly ESPRESSO, the terrorists 
declared that their guiding line remains the Chinese Cultural Revolution. 


Attempts to heap the misfortunes and troubles of capitaliat society upon the Soviet 
Nation and other soctaliat countries are not new. But in whatever clothes terroriem 
dreases iteelf, it remains the inescapable companion of bourgeois society which 
app. are especially in times of criste,

HUNGARY: WECHANIZED COMPLEXES, PRIVATE PLOTS COOPERATE IN PIC RAISING

{[Text) From the experience of friends: pork production at mechanised enterprises 
and on private farms of the Hungarian People's Repub! ic 


The road ran to the south, Beyond (Kishkunkhalash), abounding in apricot orchards, 
it turned toward the Danube. And here was Borota, a hole-in-the-road near the 
Yugoslav border. 


White-ribbed one-story structures with big windows, towering light blue and yellow 
emoke stacks, red cone-shaped mixers, a silvery standpipe similar to the mace of 
some Herculean character and the district heating plant--such is the new indus- 
trial landecape of the new Hungarian village. We entered one of the rooms, having 
stepped through a trough with disinfectant at the threshold. We washed our hande 
with the eame disinfectant. We looked into a laboratory with glistening columns 
and a microscope, into a comfortable dining room, a kitchen and laundry room, 

Then we showered and changed into blue shirts and jeans, white sneakers, white 
overallie and blue berets. 


‘Bach Monday all of our workers receive such a set, giving in the worn clothing to 
be laundered," explains our companion. 


A gravel path finally brought us to our goal-<happy piglets with a rosy aura of 
cleanliness. The new swine farm, which had every right to be called an enterprise, 
was opening ite secrete. 


The piglets jumped abot on an iron grate in short rune set up in four rows. Water 
under pressure automat'cally cleaned the cages. Besides the shower, powerful fans 
were installed here, ano in the next shop, where the cage. stand two stories high 


on both sides of the par -cway, the more adult pigs, the three-month olds, were 
housed. 


“Even on cpecialized, moaern farms, the number of animals being fattened may be 


increased by 25 percent wiihout expanding the accommodations thanks to our methods. 
And on the old farms, this mkes an increment of 40-50 percent,” says Ferente 
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Mayor, general director of the Intercooperative Association for Mechanization of 
Swine Raising, 


In Hungary the cooperatives and estate farme use several industrial systems in awine 
raising. The “Bayor method,” ae the atock breeders call the method developed with 
the participation of our companion, te gaining more and more popularity, Ite dia- 
tinetive feature ie that the piglete are kept not on the floor, but in cages, 

Four hundred of the country's farms already have agreements with the lntercooper- 
ative Association, in which 220 experienced agricultural engineers, technicians 

and Livestock breeders are employed. Of thie number, 150 work in 10 branches 
apread throughout the country. 


The methods for raising livestock are made available to the cooperatives working 
together with the Association, Equipment procurement and communication of the 
farms’ projects to interested farme are aleo organized, Particular attention ts 
paid to questions of genetics, to the selection of apecific breeds, to preparation 
of feeds, and to the active and wide-spread use of vitamin additives, The extent 
of savings, the low price, the yield efficiency and the high level of hygiene are 
all attractive features of this eyatem, and it is entirely natural that 3 million 
or more than one-third of the entire ewine population of the country are already 
being maintained “according to Bayor." 


Moreover, the association is constantly improving the method it has worked out. 
The firet farms, which were outfitted according to their own projects 10 years ago, 
are now being rebuilt, Rennovation permits product output to be increased by 

30-40 percent, There are many innovations, e.g. the cages with the three-month 
old animals are now being put along the passageway stacked 3 high, and the cage 
runs themselves have come to be manufactured from plastic rode or reinforced 
concrete slabs, reducing their cost by 20 percent. 


"By the way, the animals aleo like these changes. The new materiale are warmer 
and more pl oasant as opposed to iron or sinc,” says Ferents Bayor. 


Fxperiments to employ solar heating are under way on a number of farms, In the 
southern regions of the republic they are using water from hot underground springs 
on etock farms. The main concern of the Intercooperative Association is in re- 
newing the number of animale on the farms which work together with them, Hungarian 
specialists consider that to feed animals which provide meager yield and have 
ineffictent indicators means to waste efforts, money and time in vain. Much is 
being done within the country to incorporate more extensively meat breeds of swine 
which are highly productive. 


This work is easily visible from the example of the Borota Cooperative. Here 27 
persons are engaged on one of the farms. A young engineer, assisted by a livestock 
expert, heads the collective. On the farm there are a plumber-technician, two 
workers who know how to deal both with the washing machine and the vacuum cleaner 
and a tractor operator who brings feede onto the farm's lands. Three workers 
monitor the miniature central heating plant and, fine'ly, 18 workers are in the 
“shops.” They work 8 hours a day, all in one shift. There are only two persons 

on duty at night as well as on Saturday and Sunday, ‘cr 8,000 animals. This farm 
yields more than 820 tons of meat annually, no small volume. 











‘What ie the production coat of a kilogram of meat?" Thie question wae put to the 
Borota cooperative workers, 


"Twenty-three forinte,” anawere the cooperative's chief agronomist latvan Palotat, 
"When we were etill lacking in expertence, a kilogram of meat cost ua M forinte, 
Now we desire to reach a point where thie indicator te 20. On the average the 
production cost of a kilogram of meat te 26-27 forinte throughout the country," 


On the farm which our story te about, 3.5 kilogram of feeds produces | kilogram of 
meat, Moreover, on the farme with the old method, thie ratio te different, 4,511, 


‘It waen't long ago," continued letvan Palotal, “that pige here gained a total 
weight of 110-115 kilogram in 215-220 days, And thie wae considered to be a good 
indicator, Now the fattening period has been reduced to 180-190 daya, There ta 
a gain here in both time and savings in feed," 


The cooperatives which are a part of the Association will henceforth be building 
new farms, feeding pointe and specialized complexes for raising the young animale, 
but they will not forget while doing ao the possibility of producing pork without 
large capital investments, 

"We conclude agreements annually with individual farmea," they told ue in Borota, 
"Young animals and feeds are supplied to peasant households on thebasia of these 
documents, And those who receive them fatten the animale for a suitable payment, 
Feeds are also sold to those on those private farme from which pige are bought 
ready for slaughter,” 


Here the private sectors are considered to be, in essence, an integrated sector of 
the collective farm. The discipline of an agreement facilitates introduction of 
new labor devices, amalli-scale techniques and highly productive greeds,. The Inter- 
cooperative Association is expanding the sale of W-kilogram shoate grown at 
specialized complexes for further teeding on private sectors, Methods for effi- 
clent use of feeds and better livestock breeds are actively being incorporated, 


"We have in mind breeds which are not whimaical, which are more resistant to cold 
and disease,” explains FPerents Bayor. “It ie very important to raise good pedi- 
greed swine not only in cooperatives, but on private farms as well, it being 
necessary to monitor the ration and the fattening periods just as it ie on the 
farms. Our cooperatives maintain a special card file for each household where 
young animale are being fattened by agreement. The volumes of food delivery and 
consumption and the weight gains are taken into consideration, as well as the 
behavior of the piglets. Their diseases are also recorded," 


At the “Arpad” cooperative outside of the town of Seentes in southern Hungary, we 
observed how piglets are fattened on a “domestic swine farm." Automatic drinking 
troughs have been installed and distribution of feed has been mechanized. In 
addition to the pigs, there are a emall vineyard, gardens of paprika peppers, 
potatoes and vegetables on the ‘arm, Mixed feeds are brought out from the cooper- 
ative on request, When the time comes to give the animals over, trucks come and 
collect them, and the money is paid for them immediately. The head of the family 
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works in the cooperative, Wie wife aleo worked there at one time, until she went 
on pension, The mother and two children help her on the private plot, and the 
proprietor himself joins them in the evening. The Totov family raiees as many as 
50 pigs annually, but there are aleo some private farme in the cooperative on which 
as many ae 70 pige or several hundred head of fowl are kept. 


We were shown yet another method for developing ew ie raising without large capital 
investments at the ("Ed'icertesh") cooperative in (Chebrendek). in an oak forest 
on the slopes of the Bakonekiy Mountains the farm set up a emaller farm with leas 
expenses to which they send the 30-35 kilogram shoate. Being at pasture and 
recoiving vitamin supplements, they gain a total of 100 kilograms in 5-6 monthe. 

In all, they have fattened 5,000 animale in a single year on the farm, 


Of course, eimilar means are no longer news, but they are aleo good in their own 
way. And there is good reason that they are being used prudently in Hungary. 
Nevertheless, modern-day swine breeding {« developing most rapidly on an industrial 
baste, Here are the figures which they presented at the Ministry of Agriculture 

and the Food Industry of the Hungarian People's Republic. Since 1976 swine breed- 
ing farme for 600,000 head have been built in the republic. These include fattening 
farma for 370,000 and specialized complexes for 160,000. 

"Swine breeding farm construction ie being done on a standardized basis," 
Ferents Bayor. "We are developing light and less costly designs."

At one of the cooperatives, a emall shop had been built in which they had started 
casting wide panele bert in the shape of a half moon, with ribe on the ends. The 
panels are stamped from polystyrene-fiberglass. They are easy to stack and put 
into the beds of trucks. Two trucks with trailers are enough to transport a ready- 
made facility with an area of 190 square meters 4,5 meters high. Six workers bolt 
the panele onto a simple pre-prepared foundation in 3 days in all, and the new 
building is ready. Eight euch structures, white with plexiglas windows and light 
blue fane on the roofs make up the production base of the farm. 


-+sAn active and creative search for new forms for the development of livestock 
breeding is continuously on-going on the republic. And our Hungarian friends 
justly consider that in this large and important matter there can be no trivial 
details,

MOLDAVIAN PREMIER ON ACHIEVEMENTS, PROBLEMS OF AGROINDUSTRIAL COMPLEX

[Text] In the untonwide division of labor, our republic has emerged as a major food 
producer. 


Moldavian farmers achieved considerable success this past year. They greeted the 
heartfelt greetings from Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, CPSU Central Committee General Sec- 
retary and USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium Chairman, in connection with successful 
fulfillment of 1980 plans and socialist obligations and successful fulfillment of 
the five-year plan as a whole in terms of sales of grain and vegetables to the state 
with a legitimate sense of pride. 


On the basis of improvement in existing economic ties between agriculture and food 
industry, the "Moldraszhirmasloprom" and "Moldsakharpro:" production associations 

and the Kishinev, Bel'tsy and Tiraspol' "Moloko" associacions were created in the 
republic in the 1970's as the basic food complex links oriented towards producing 
food end products. The "“Moldplodoovoshchprom" and "Moldvinprom" Union-republic agro- 
industrial associations were created as new organizational-management systems to com- 
pletely synthesize agricultural and industrial production. 


The creation of such associations has enabled us to unite all phases of production 
into a single technological flow for growing, processing, transporting, storing and 
marketing finished foodstuffs. The agroindustrial food complex now accounts for more 
than half the republic's fixed production assets and approximately 50 percent of its 
aggregate social product. 


The ties which have evolved in the food complex sphere have put forward the problem 
of balancing production, material-technical, labor and financial resources and of 
improving organization and management forms. A unified agriculture and food indus- 
try administration, including a department to plan and coordinate scientific research 
and introduce the achievements of science, engineering and leading experience into 
the agroindustrial sector, was created in the Moldavian SSR Gosplan in 1977. 


One important feature of the present stage of food complex development is the increas- 
ing ixtegration of science and production, which is facilitating shortening the cycle 
of research - development - introduction. A network of scientific-production 
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associations in which about 750 sclentiatea and 2,500 apecialiate work has been created 
in the republic on a base of actentific-research inatitutes and acientific, planning- 
design and experimental atationa of the republic Mintatry of Agriculture, Miniatry of 
Food Industry, "Moldplodoovos'chprom" and "Moldvinprom, 


The scientifle=production assoctations introduce high-yteld new varieties and hybrids 
of agricultural crops, more productive breeds of livestock, the production and provi- 
sion of republic farms with grain, commercial<crop and vegetable seed, fruit tree 
planting material and pure=bred dairy cattle, hoge and poultry. 


The use of industrial technologies developed by them hae facilitated considerable 
growth in agricultural crop ylelde and lower net cost and labor expenditures per unit 
of output. As compared with the Eighth Five-Year Plan, that is, with the period pre- 
ceeding active development of agroindustrial integration processes in the republic, 
average annual grain production has increased |.3-fold, sugar beets — 1. 3-fold, ve- 
getables — more than two-fold, fruit — 1.5<fold and grapes — 1.4-fold, due to the 
intelligent distribution of and improvement in the structure of sown areas, The 
transfer of stockraising to an industrial basis has also facilitated growth in the 
production of meat — 1.4-fold and milk and eggs — nearly 1.5-fold. At present, 
112,000 rubles worth of agricultural output is produced per 100 ha of arable land 

in the republic. 


Steady improvement in the well-being of the people and the increasing satisfaction of 
their material and cultural needs have always been and remain the center of attention 
for our party. In aceord with the decision to work out a food program to join to- 
gether questions of developing agriculture and branches of industry, procurement, 
storage, transport and agricultural processing branches serving it, questions of de- 
veloping food industry and food trade, the Central Committee of the Moldavian Commun- 
int Party and the republic Council of Ministers have instructed the Moldavian SSK 
Gosplan to develop a comprehensive target food program which will become an integral 
part of the republic 1981 economic and social development plan, Subsequently, this 
complex of socioeconomic, production, sctentific-research, organizat ional-economic 
and other assignments and measures will become a most important, integral part of 

the republic State Plan for Economic and Social Development in the Lith Five-Year 
Plan. 





Jointly with the sclentific research institute for planning, the republic Gosplan 
will, on the basis of an analysis of the national economic effectiveness of produc- 
ing and marketing [ood complex output, work out long-range comprehensive target pro- 
grams for developing the subcomplexes comprising it: fruit-vegetable-canning, grape- 
growing and wine-making, beet-sugar and stockraising. 


At the same time, there are a number of unsolved problems in developing the agro- 
industrial food complex. Not all types of agricultural machinery meet production 
demands. ‘The lack of machinery systems to cultivate vegetable crops and comprehen- 
sive mechanization of orchard and vineyard work is causing great difficulties. One 
would think the CPSU Central Committee draft would stress that: /development and 
introduction of such a machinery system will permit a sharp reduction in labor ex- 
penditures and net cost and will ensure high quality indicators in the cultivation 
of vegetables, fruit and grapes/ [in boldface]. 


The draft “Basic Directions" anticipate, with a view towards successfully imp! ement- 
ing the food program, ensuring unified planning, the pr portional and balanced 
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development of branches of the agroitndustrial complex, a considerable atrengthening 
of ite matertal-technical base, improvement in economic ties among the branches and 
organizing their precise interaction in terme of increasing the production of agri- 
cultural output, improving ite storage, tranaport, processing and delivery to the 
consumer, In this connection, we think it appropriate that the "Basic Direct tona" 
emphasize, along with solving problema associated with production organization and 
technology: /delineating the food complex as an object of planning and management 
will require improvement in the reporting-d°ta base/ [in boldface]. 


Or take the interbranch balance, a valuable tool for economic analysis. Today, it 
represents agriculture, as we know, in only two positions: plant growing and stock- 
raising. At the same time, the section on industry delineates subbranches ensuring 
the production of |!0-fold less output than in agriculture. Finally, the statistical 
agencies of the USSR and Union tepublicse have almost no reporting describing indica- 
tore of development of the food complex as a whole. 


By actively and purposefully developing tie agroindustrial complex in accord with 
party plans, republic laborers intend to wake a weighty contribution to resolving 
the tasks of improving the well-being of the Soviet people.

GEORGIAN HEALTH OFFICIAL ON COMBATTING DRUG ADDICTION

[Interview with T. Abuladze, chief physician at the Georgian SSR Ministry of Health 
Republic Drug Addiction Clinic, by I. Adamashvili under the rubric "Order Around 
Us": “An Illness and a Crime"-<firet graf is editorial introduction) 


[Text] The theme of our talk with T. Abuladze, chief physician at the Georgian 

SSR Ministry of Health Republic Drug Addiction Clinic, was suggested by readers’ 
letters. "We know that the republic is now waging a principled struggle against 
drug addiction. J! would like to know in more detail what is being done to eradi- 
cate this ugly phenomenon and what the drug addict is--a sick person, or a criminal?" 
Engineer V. Chikhladze from Kutaisi writes to the editorial office. 


"First of all," Tamara Severyanovna said, “that way of posing the question-- 
‘either-or'--is fundamentally incorrect. The drug addict is, of course, a sick 
person. But he is a sick person who represents a social danger. Above all, 
because in his desire to obtain drugs at any cost, he stops at nothing and often 
goes as far as to commit crimes. That is precisely why the law punishes not only 
attempts to distribute drugs and persuading people to use them, but also the 
taking of narcotics without a physician's prescription. We could cite many 
examples of how a weak-willed person may be forced or tempted to take drugs. 

Such people often start taking drugs simply from curiosity. To try, to see what 
will happen, to experience new sensations. Sociological research has established 
that most drug addicts began precisely in that way--from curiosity. 


"Research data also indicate that the vast majority of drug addicts are youny 
people. The main factor explaining the attraction of drugs is the lack of clear 
aims in life. A further detail: many of those who wallow in the mire of drug 
addiction live in private apartments. Hence the lack of supervision, which plays 
into their hands. Unfortunately not all the republic's vuzes can offer their 
students hostels. 


"As a rule among drug addicts there are many children from families which are 
well provided for. Their parents could imagine ‘anything you like, but not that’ 
about their children. They have everything. Nothing interests them, nothing 
surprises them. There is another problem for you--overindulgence." 
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Question) Should we presume that the main contingent of people resorting to drugs 
are atudenta’? 


[Anewer)] Not at all. According to our data, they are primarily the so-called 
permanent high achool graduates, who have been unsuccesafully besieging the vuser 
for 1, 2 or 3 years.... Statistics show that drug addicts also include a consaider- 
able number of workers--aleo so-called, I say "so-called" because moat of them 
have worked at enterprises for a month or two, for a certificate, and have left 
work “of their own volition." 


Take, for inatance, patient B. He is a multiple addict, That means he takes all 
kinds of drugs. He first used them 7 years ago. He was treated in the City 
Paychtatric Hospital, then in the Sagaredzho Therapeutic Labor Clinic. And 
without success, Throughout those 7 years he has been finding work somewhere or 
other, securing a certificate “for the militia" and then leaving. Now he is a 
totally degraded person. 


Another example. N is 27. He started using druge at the ag of 15--and powerful 
drugs, at that. The parents-<his mother ia a candidate of . tences and his father 
‘i professor--noticed only after a year. They started treating him "privately." 
Alas, without success. N obtained higher education, but cannot work. The only 
thing that interests him in his lucid moments is where to get the money for the 
next fix. It led to his stealing from his own parents. 


Where is the salvation from this misfortune’? There is no single answer to that 
question. But I think salvation lies, first and foremost, in labor. That is 
constantly said by our leading scientist in the sphere of psychiatry, A. 
Zurabashvili, a full member of the USSR Academy of Medical Sciences and the 
Georgian Academy of Sciences and director of the Republic Health Ministry's 
Psychiatric Research Institute. He preaches labor. Labor as the guarantee of 
man's moral purity. 


[Question] The work of drug addiction doctors takes place in close contact with 
workers in internal affairs organs. What gives rise to the need for your coopera- 
tion? 


[Anawer] All known drug addicts are registered both with us at the clinic and in 
militia departments. And the vast majority of people found taking drugs are 
discovered by militia workers. Only a few come to us for help voluntarily. This 
indicates the lack of awareness among the addicts themselves and their relations 
that drug addiction is a serious illness which must be treated seriously. Consi- 
derations like "as long as you can avoid being registered" lead to lamentable 
results. Because success in curing drug addiction depends mainly on exactly when 
a person comes to us for help. The sooner the better, the greater the chance of 
saving him. In our terminology we have the concept of the "group at risk." By 
that we mean those who have been observed using drugs once or twice. They are not 
yet addicts. Sometimes just talking to them is enough to save them from the 
fatal step. When the diagnosis “drug addict" has been made, that is bad. It is 
terrible. A crippled destiny lies behind it, and the person can only be saved by 
means of forcible treatment. In such a case we cannot manage without the militia 
workers’ help. 
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Unfortunately it is not always possible to cure someone of drug addiction. And 
when we fail, it iw not only a defeat for the doctors, it is a misfortune for us 
all. <A wmiefortune for society, which has lost a person, and a grief for his 
relations, I do not want to frighten anyone, but curing drug addiction is very, 
very difficult. This illness is prone to serious relapses, As the relatively 
"harmless" amoking is, for instance, This is how it happens. A person gives up 
smoking. <A month goes by, or a year, and it all begins again. We are all, to 
some extent, to blame for that. So-called "nervous smoking" is a stereotype, 

it has become a norm. A norm in our everyday life, but why, in fact.... Someone 
weaker wants to forget, and takes not just a cigarette, but a cigarette filled with 
drugs. 


In my view the struggle against drug addiction must be waged in parallel with the 
struggle against smoking. Many years of practice have shown that most of our 
patients started by "only" smoking. 


[Question] You have touched on the question of the two aspects of the struggle 
against drug addiction: the medical and the legal. How do you assess the forms 
of cooperation between doctors and workers in internal affairs organs’ 


[Answer] I cannot answer that in two words. There are "pros" and, if the workers 
in internal affairs organs will forgive me, "cons." I will try to present the 
arguments. We medics proceed on the assumption that drug addiction is an illness, 
albeit a socially dangerous one. But if so, we are obliged to kee; patient's 
illness secret. To keep the secret of a person who has come to us doctors for help. 
I have in mind purely the category of drug addicts in the early stages. On the 
other hand, we are obliged to inform workers in the Rayon Internal Affairs Depart- 
ment about every recorded case of the use of drugs. The publicity associated with 
this often frightens people off. And in most cases that means that people resorting 
to drugs are discovered very late, when the illness has already entered the 
dangerous phase. That is why my colleagues and I advocate such forms of help for 
drug addicts as anonymous treatment. I repeat, this is for addicts in the early 
stages, those who come to us of their own accord and agree to voluntary treatment. 





Here is an example. M is a student at the Georgian Polytechnical Institute. 

He is from a so-called good family. He was detained in the company of another 
student, a driver and a housepainter. The four hardly knew each other and were 
all under the influence of a powerful narcotic. It emerged that M was taking drugs 
for the first time. Because of his juvenile attitude, because of curiosity. 

After visiting our clinic he realized the seriousness of the possible consequences 
of drug addiction. It seemed that the question was closed. But it was not. The 
Rayon Internal Affairs Department, where M was registered, reported the fact to 
the institute. Without much thought, the institute decided to expel him. He came 
to us for help. We sorted things out. M stayed at the institute. But he might 
not have come to us, he might have turned to his recent friends for sympathy. 


Another case. D is 20. He is a student too. With excellent grades. He has 
perfect mastery of a foreign language. He used drugs twice. He came to us himself 
and, he admitted, it was despite the resistance of his parents, who feared the 
publictty. 
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As you can see, it is a complex problem. There is no simple way to resolve it, 
There is food for thought here both for us medics and for workers in internal 
affairs organs. 


[Question] One last question: What is medicine now doing to increase the effec- 
tiveness of the struggle against drug addiction? 


[Answer] An independe:.. drugs service has been in existence in the republic for 
more than 4 years now, .he structure of all its levels has been established and 
work methods are being improved. Now that we have really reached the point of 
making the study of drug addiction a separate sector of medicine, like, for 
instance, therapeutics, surgery and so forth, it will be provided with ite own 
material and technical base aud there will be more successful coordination of 
scientific research and long-term planning. 


To conclude our talk I would like to mention one more thing. A considerable role 
belongs to our propaganda work in the struggle against drug addiction. I was 
recently present at a talk in a vocational and technical school A lawyer was 
speaking. And he talked to the young people gathered in the auditorium not so 
much about the consequences of using drugs as about the sensations they produce. 
It is clear that such "enlightening" talks do more harm than good. Such work 

_ must be done carefully, thoughtfully and, of course, not to "score points." 


The resolution of all the questions touched on is related to strategy in the 
Struggle against such a social evil as drug addiction. But apart from strategy, 
there is also tactics. For us medics, this means everyday practical preventive 
work. And this must be improved, always remembering that the struggle against 
drug addiction must be waged uncompromisingly, resolutely and together: by the 
patients’ relatives, doctors, workers in law enforcement organs and the public.

REPORTS FROM REGIONAL AGRO-INDUSTRIAL COMPLEXES 
Agro-Industrial Complexes in Mountainous Regions 
Baku BAKINSKIY RABOCHIY in Russian 19 Feb 81 p 2

the Azerbaijan CP: "Reserves of the Mountainous Region") 


[Text] During the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan our Shaumyanovskiy (Rural) 
Rayon has changed a great deal. The economies of enterprises have become stronger 
and there have been changes for the better in ali villages. Capital construction 
is more extensive and large-scale than ever before. Considerable work has been 
accomplished to improve rayon centers and settlements. This has become possible as 
a result of the constant help and support of the Central Committee of the 
Azerbaijan CP and of the republic's government. 


Using any labor collective in the rayon as an example, one can see how much more 
active the people have become, how much more responsible they feel for the 
assigned task. Production effectiveness has grown considerably because agricultural 
workers are now dealing with the goals that have been established for them in a 
creative and interested manner and with great initiative. In evaluating the draft 
of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th party congress, "Basic Directions of 
Economic and Social Development for the USSR," the rayon's workers have had a 
business-like discussion on the efficient utilization of resources, on the 
mobilization of reserves and on the possibilities of developing their region. The 
materials of the 30th Congress of the Azerbaijan CP acted as a strong stimulus for 
the growth of political and labor activeness of members of labor collectives. 


In part, the congress's resolution includes the following, "To improve the structure 
and increase the capacities of procurement organizations, to strengthen the material 
and technical base for storing, transporting and selling agricultural products ,and 
to secure the scheduled delivery of products to consumers. To take decisive action 
to avoid all types of losses of agricultural products." It should be noted that 

in the course of our discussions of the draft of the basic directions many specific 
proposals and desires were expressed on the local level. 


Last year the rayon's enterprises produced a large quantity of grapes and potacoes. 
The productivity of potatoes here comprised an average of over 92 quintals per 
hectare on dry-farming land; 7,480 tons of tubers were harvested, which is the 





highest indicator in the history of the rayon, In some enterprises productivity 
teached 130 quintals per hectare and the best brigades harvested 200 and more 
quintals per hectare. But the results could have been even better if our enterprises 
had had the necessary technology at their disposal, After all it is no secret that 
anual labor p vaile in potato farming in this mountainous region. 


There are other vital problems for the workers of our mountainous regior. Las. year 
only the Sovkhoz imeni Kirov of the Azplodoovoshchprom [Azerbaijan fruit and 
vegetable production association] produced over 3,600 tons of potatoes. The 
enterprise delivered 2,200 tons to the state and most of the potatoes were sent to 
the residents of the republic's capital. The unloading was accompanied by many 
difficulties and complications which are chronic in nature. From Baku large- 
capacity trucks were sent to us, and this is completely understandable. However, 
sovkhoz scales can accomodate loads that do not exceed 10 tons. The end result was 
that during an intensive work period it was necessary to complete double and 

triple the amount of work that would have been required otherwise. 


It is clear that the Sovkhoz imeni Kirov and our other enterprises should have 
modern mobile scales in order to load agricultural products directly from the fields, 
thereby shipping potatoes to consumers as soon as possible. 


It is also time to equip each potato storage facility with a conveyor. We agree 
completely with our comrades who brought up the question of radically renovating 
the storage facilities themselves since they were constructed many years ago and 
are obviously antiquated. We hope that this question, which is under the 
jurisdiction of the Azplodoovoshchprom association, will be carefully studied by it 
and that it will become the basis for decisive measures in the very near future. 


I would also like to discuss the problem related to the cultivation, procurement, 
shipment and realization of cabbage. In the Kolkhoz imeni Kalinin this crop is a 
tredition. Farmers learned how to cultivate it a long time ago. Today an average 
of 280 .uintals of cabbage are produced here per hectare and it is noteworthy that 
with each year productivity increases. In the private plots of kolkhoz farmers 
productivity even comprises 350 quintals per hectare. 


In our villages there are many people who are skilled at preparing sauerkraut. 
Demand for this product has always been high. Thus some o the people from the 
Kolkhoz imeni Kalinin became interested in market competition and they took their 
surplus products to sell in Baku, Kirovabad and other cities. It is no secret that 
the interests of the kolkhoz suffered as a result of this b°cause the people missed 
workdays at the farm. Last year in the Kolkhoz imeni Kalinin we conducted basic 
explanatory work and as a result many people agreed to sell their cabbage directly 
from the garden. In this way the kolkhoz overfulfilled its quota by 200 tons, 
although it was possible to triple this figure. The sluggishness, lack of initiative 
and lack of interest of procurers affected us greatly. When an explanation was 
required from the procurers they blamed the absence of shipment facilities, the 
lack of roads and the remoteness of the villages. We cannot take this seriously 
since kolkhoz farmers shipped their produce along the same roads and using the same 
transport vehicles. The difference is that the farmer then sold his cabbage to the 
consumer according to market prices.

In my opinion, we should support the proposal made by the kholkhos farmers of our 
rayon and include in the draft of the “Basic Directions" the following point: 
"To strengthen procurement organisations in rural areas, to send trained cadres 
there, to atrengthen the interest of these organisat.ons in increasing che procure> 
ment of agricultural products that are produced by kolkhos peasants and sovkhos 
workera [nh thelr private plote, To supply procurers with the necessary transporta- 
Lion, packaging and wechantame for loading-unloading operat one." 


We know that one of the key tactore in raleing productivity i the irrigation of 
orcharde and flelde, Tabing thle inte account, in 1980 we constructed three 
reservoire in the rayon and thie year an additional eight will be constructed, 

Thien work le proceeding aystematically and conatatently, but we are atill forced to 
do everything under our own steam--the subdivisions of the republic's ministry of 
reclamation and water resources do not participate in this, We feel that in 
Shaumyanovekty Rayon (t ts essential to create at least a section to deal with 
hydraulle engineering construction, Lt also would be expedient to construct a 
large reservoir in the rayon eo that there would be a supply of water available for 
the thousands of hectares of cotton fields in the neighboring Kasym-laemallovakiy 
Rayon as well, 


There le another problem that we think is expecially important and urgent. In the 
course of the discussion of the draft of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th 
party congress the workers and employees of the Verkhne-Agdzhakendskly Cypsum Mine 
spoke alarmingly about the mismanagement which ie so costly to the estate, The 
trucks of the Kirovabadekaya and Yevlakhskaya motor-vehicle columns which serve the 
mine travel empty for distances of up to 100 kilometers and can make only two 

trips per ehift. It would be much more effective to transfer the trucks that have 
been allocated for the shipment of gypsum to the Shaumyanovekaya hotor-Vehicle 
Column within the republic's ministry of motor transport. This would enable us to 
save no fewer than 600 tons of gas per year and to eliminate empty truck runs. The 
mine's workers have also proposed to free excavators that are involved in loading 
gypeum and to create bunkers in crushing facilities and at the Geran’ railroad 
station, 


Practical experience has shown that only by raising the level of management in all 
links of the economy, by Improving the style and methods of work, by rewarding 
incentives on a local basin and by effictently introducing the creative proposals of 
individuals it will be possible to achieve the best results,

The agro-industrial association (previously called agricultural) has been operating 
here for 5 years. The development of new form of production administration has 
always been at the center of attention of rayon party organizations. Not a single 
plenum of the party raykom, a meeting of the buro, not a single seminar goes by 
without an examination of the types and methods of work under the conditions of an 
association. 


Let us take one of the last meetings of the party raykom's buro, which discusse! 
the use of fixed capital in reclamation, as an example. The secretary of the party 
buro of the PMK [Mobile mechanized column], Gayda Miglane, convincingly spoke about 
what a help the association is to the column as far as improving its economic 
indicators. It was also interesting to hear the speech of the director of the 
PMK, Imant Kalnozols, who said that the agro-industrial enterprise focused the 
attention of reclamation workers on the final results of the work of farmers. 

For reclamation workers the most important thing now is not the drained hectare 

in and of iteelf, but the yield that is produced on it. 
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The party raykom values the attitude which shows concern not only for one's own 
plot or enterprise but for the entire economic organiem in the rayon, 


We have created @ special public organ=-a ev viet of secretaries from the party 
organizations of the agrowindustrial association, It is operating as a result of a 
remporary proposal that was confirmed by the buro of the party raykom. The annual 
plan ie the basis for its work, Last year, for example, in addition to current 
problems the soviet of secretaries examined and made recommendations on the 
following problema: competition within the association, the role of specialists 

in the face of the growing role of cooperation, the preparation of new 

cadres and others. 


I remember that at a republic seminar of the first secretaries of party raykoms 
held in our rayon | was asked the question, “Ien't it better to discuss these 
probleme not within the secretaries'soviet but in the raykom buro?"” Of course, 
these discussions can take place in the buro as well as in the plenum of the party 
raykom. Wowever, that which has become customary is not always beat in party work. 


Let us look at the meeting of the soviet of secretaries which examined the problem 
of the place of specialists in interenterprise formations. The problem ia new, very 
important and not simple. in the Okta Sovkhoz, for example, an interfarm base for 
processing the seed of perennial grasses was created. Of course, in the interest 

of success the management of this new enterprise should be assigned to the most 
experienced specialist, but the sovkhoz does not want to let him go because it also 
requires the most expertenced specialists. 


Of course, the party raykom can put any communist from the rayon into a more 
responsible position. But the basis of party discipline lies in the deep 

conviction of ite members. This means that it is best not to "cancel" reassignments 
and to convince farm directors that for the general good it is essential to agree to 
the reassignment of individual sper’ .ists. Moreover, such an order from above 
would be a violation of one of our association's basic principles--the preservation 
of the independence of its members in solving all internal problems. Thus we 
decided to take another direction. 


As we have already said, we first presented the problem of the place of the 
specialist in the agro-industrial enterprise for discussion within the soviet of 
secretaries. The soviet made precise party recommendations. They were discussed 

at meetings of local party organizations, where it was decided to send the best 
apecialists to agro-industrial enterprises. Cadre policies were realized without any 
pressure on the farms. The result of the proper selection of cadres is evident. 
Cooperation in seed farming is working well and already 70 percent of the rayon's 
needs in perennial grass seed are being satisfied. 


The recommendations that were made in the soviet of secretaries acquire the features 
of a party decision after discussions in party meetings. Communists fight 
stubbornly to fulfill thi m and the party raykom carefully follows these processes 
and if necessary renders the necessary aid to local party organizations. 


In our opinion, cooperation among enterprises in the area of beef production with 
final fattening at the Virby Sovkhoz is proceeding correctly. The interfarm bases of 














the agrochemical service are growing and a acheme for the development of potato 
farming hae been developed and ia being realised, Accounting prices for gooda and 
services are being utilised as the economic mechaniom ‘or regulating inter-enter= 
prise relations. 


A apecial concern of the rayon's party organisations te the control over the 
realization of a social development plan to 1990. This complex plan was developed 
at the beginning of the 10th Five-Year Plan. Helping to develop it were many 
individuals from among the public as well ae @ large group of the republic's 
acientiate, headed by Arnie Kalnvn', corresponding member of the Latvian SSR 
Academy of Sciences. After a discussion thie plan wae confirmed by a plenum of the 
party raykom. 


The nucleus of a plan of soctal development te the scheme to distribute future 
inter-farm enterprises. In connection with thie three categories of settlements 
have been escablished; those of inter-enterprise significance, farm centers and 
auxiliary settlements, [t te clear that each such center would perform different 
social tasks. The centers that are of inter-enterprise significance must organize 
social-cultural and domestic services not only for their residents, but for those 
who live nearby ae well, Many such centers (Sab'le, Valdemarpile) already have the 
necessary material base to do this. Its consolidation is proceeding atrictly 
according to a confirmed plan. In the rayon the sequence for constructing all 
residential +uildings, schools, pre-school facilities, clubs, sports centers and 
other structures has been eatablished until 1990. We have already begun fulfilling 
these programs. 


An important area of the complex plan of social development is the training and 
education of cadres. We have developed our own system of dealing with this question. 


Cadres of mase professions are retrained and trained in the agricultural technical 
school, in the experimental farms of scientific-research inetitutes as well as 

in schools of progressive experience within branches, which are being created in the 
best kolkhozes and sovkhozes. Permanent seminars have been set up for the directors 
of enterprises and for the main spectalists of associations. Once every 5 years all 
directors are recertified. 


The agro-industrial enterprise has demonstrated ite vitality in practical term. Now 
no one has to be convinced of ite advantages. But we must learn to utilize these 
advantages to the utmost. During the lith Five-Year Plan we should give special 
attention to improving management, to raising the management level in all links, to 
strengthen the desire to achieve the best final results. This means that initiative 
must be constantly developed, ase well as a business-like manner, a creative search 
for reserves and growth possibilities in production, a large degree of organization 
and discipline in each place of work. 


1 would l!'e to mention one more thing. The draft of the CPSU Central Committee to 
the 26th party congress emphasizes that the fulfillment of the Lith Five-Year Plan 
requires .mproved organizational and political work. In connection with this I would 
like to propose that changes be made in the structure of party organizations in 
accordance with the structure of agro-industrial enterprises. 
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
